Tie outbreak was first noticed at 


about 2 o'clock on the morning of the 
Fourth. The guests of the Volcano 
House were awakened by a loud explo- 
sion. All was calm jand quiet In tht, 
direction of Kilauea, where eruptions 
have been expected recently. But over 
toward iMiauna Loa there was a dif- 
ferent eight 
From the side of the 


mountain 
at 
Mokuaweoweo, about 


5000 feet [from the summit, gushed the 
streams of molten lava, turning night 
into day, as they lit up the heavens 
and the surrounding country with 
their bright radiance. On each side of 
the madn flow geysers of fire burned 
and seethed as tlhey threw the fiery el- 
ement into the air in all fantastic 
shapes. According to many of the old 
residents there has never 
been an 


eruption that excelled in dazzling 
beauty the present one. 


There are two streams of the fiery 


lava. One is on the Kau side, and it 
this one keeps on the 
Government 


road, midway between Punaluu and 
the Volcano House, 'has probably been 
overwhelmed before this. This flow is 
following very much the same course 
as that of 1881. The other stream is 
making towards Hilo. This one is not 
so large as the one-on the Kau aide. 


Ihe officers and passengers of the 


Hall witnessed the spectacle in all its 
grandeur. The steamer was loading 
sugar at Punaluu, when early on the 
morning of tie Fourth the night be- 
came as day The source of light was 
easily visible. From fer up on Mauna 
Loa, and yet some distance from the 
giant's crown, the bright light came. 
The lava flow had started. The cry 
tfhat the volcano was in eruption rap- 
idly went about the ship, and every- 
body rushed on deck to view the mag- 
nificent exhibition. It was plainly ev- 
ident that there were two streams 
starting from the vicinity of Makua- 
weoweo, one over Kau toward the sea, 
the other toward Hilo 
Until daylight 


aad after th« wonderful display con- 
tinued. Occasionally clouds of smoke 
would momentarily obscure the view, 
only to be wafted one side disclosing 
the'seething, glowing, fiery mase 


The reflection was plainly visible at 
ahaina, Mad. A number of people 


returning from the Fourth of

ra*e« at Kalului noticed a bright glow 
In the direction of Mauna Loa, and 
tibose who had witneased former erup- 
tions surmised that Madame Pete had 
awakened from bcr long sleep. 


The area being traversed, ao far as

never to be forgotten. Before us, ris- 
ing high Into the heavens from Mokua- 
weoweo was a great column of light 
and smoke, reaching an altitude ol 
probably 20,000 feet, spreading out like 
an umbrella. We sat mere gazing al 
it with amazement We saw it aboul 
two minutes after It burst forth. The 
boat boys who saw it say the com- 
mencement was not violent, but a high 
column of smoke and light was raised 
slowly. 
Have witnessed three other erup- 


tions within the last eight years and 
think this is the largest and most bril- 
liant. 


Appearance of the reflection was 


quite sudden at ten minutes past three 
Capt. Simerson was on deck of 
the 


steamer W. G. Hall and went into his 
room and was hardly there when the 
mate rushed in saying therd was fire 
on the mountain. 


Although we are not living in the 


metropolis to witness your fireworks 
Madame Pele favored us with a far 
grander display. 


This eruption seems to be in the 


same place as the three former erup- 
tions and from, the way the reflection 
is spreading it looks as if the lava" Is 
flowing on the floor of the crater. 


The sea has been acting strangely 


here for the last three weeks. Although 
not rough and boisterous weather the 
boats have had a rough time of It It 
is a sort of choppy sea—something un- 
usual from the regular sea we have. 
We have thought for some time it was 
caused by volcanic influence. This no 
doubt is true. 


Natives fishing at Kaalualu say there 


have been several small tidal waves 
there within the last few days. They 
were large enough to swamp some of 
their canoes. 


July 5—3 a. m.—When the clouds 


cleared so we could see the summit we 
discovered the fire had changed Its po- 
sition and moved (it appeared to us) 
about two miles toward the direction 
of Mannakea. Looks as if lava is at 
the extreme end of the crater and may 
be traveling toward Kilauea. 


Up to the time of writing have not 


felt any earthquakes. 


It is reported that when the fire 


burst out it was accompanied with an 
explosion. 


The mountain was concealed all day 


yesterday behind heavy dense clouds 
Notwithstanding the density of the 
clouds a reflection was visible las 
night high above the mountain, but 1 
was not until 3 a. m. today that the 
clouds cleared away.

gently. Mr. Grieve was nearly 70 
years of age. He had dauntless spirit, 
but his bodily strength had been eb- 
bing for a long time 
With the tenac- 


ity and courage that enabled him to 
have a successful career, he bore up 
and thought always that he was strong 
as when a young man At one time, a 
few years ago, he retired from active 
life. But a strong mind and fixed 
habits of industry compelled him to 
again get into harness. He was in love 
with his business. The atmosphere of 
the print shop was food and drink to 
him.' He had the deepest and keenest 
interest in the presses and the type. 
Mr. Grieve was an old time printer, 
one of the kind proud of the craft and 
the calling and devoted to the class of 
work that to the younger generation 
in the trade is an unknown book. 


It was in Scotland that Mr. Grieve 


was born and he possessed to the high- 
est degree the sterling qualities in- 
herent In the best men of that noted 
race. As a child he was brought to 
Canada with his parents, but In early 
manhood found nis way to the United 
States. His was an Interesting life, 
for he was connected with great news- 
papers in the day when each Journal 
had tts strong individuality or iden- 
tity. Mr. Grieve was assistant fore- 
nan of the New York Tribune compos- 
ing rooms when the great Greelyr was 
editor of the paper. Mr. Grieve was 
one of the few men who thoroughly 
mastered the notoriously bad penman- 
ship of the man who told young men 
o go west. Between printer and edi- 
tor there were for years the closest 
and most friendly relations. Another 
great light In American journalism 
irlth whom Mr Grieve came into con- 
act directly and often was the late 
Joseph Medill 
A third was W. F 


Storey. 
Then Gen M H De Young 


and Mr Grieve were typesetters to- 
gether In Sacramento In the olden 
Imes. At Detroit Mr Grieve occupied 


responsible position on the Free 


*ress. When he left that employ he 
waa presented with a silver "stick" 
and "rule," with the names of his as- 
sociates enprave'd on the "stick." 


For a portion of hie life Mr Grieve

OPPOSITE VIEWS. 


MANILA, June 27 (via Hongkong, 


June 30).—Two opposite views of the 
Philippine situation are held by those 
persons who have followed the Amer- 
ican campaign with close attention. 


First Is the official military view. Ac- 


cording to this the situation is now 
well in hand and the campaign has 
been as successful as possible. The na- 
tives are tired of the insurrection and 
are more friendly toward the Ameri- 
cans than toward the insurgents. The 
insurgent army is made up almost en- 
tirely of brigands, who can no longer 
be held together by their leaders. War 
will soon be over, it is declared, If the 
wet season holds off. 


The force of troops now on hand is 


sufficient for any emergency. Business 
is picking up. 
• 
The second view, which is held by 


the military men in the field and lead- 
ing thinkers, is that as the ability of 
our troops to drive the insurgents at 
will having been proved the suppres- 
sion of the insurrection depends upon 
the ability of the men in authority to 
cope with the situation and not upon 
muzzling the American press* 


The outlook at present is more 


gloomy for the speedy ending of the 
war than ever before. The method of 
making raids into the country and then 
withdrawing, leaving friendly natives 
at the mercy of returning insurgents, 
has tended to alienate the population 
and not materially to weaken the in- 
surgents. 
The organization of the insurgents is 


still good and their resources are not 
greatly impaired. 
With the present methods the war 


with the Filipinos can continue indefi- 
nitely. The only true method to pacify 
the country is to garrison all the im- 
portant towns. To do this more than 
twice the number of troops already 
here, including volunteers, is neces- 
sary, with several regiments of mount-

ITALIAN LABORERS. 


It seems strange to tihose who are 


acquainted with the relations which 
exist between Italy and the Argentine 
Kepublic, tbat laborers from Italy are 
witting to emigrate to these Islands, 
The 
Advertiser 
published, several 


•weeks ago, some statistics on the sub- 
ject which show a large Italian popu- 
lation in Argentina, and the induce- 
ments offered to Italian laborers. As 
land is cheap in that Republic, and 
the cost of transportation from Italy 
is extremely low, and the emigrating 
laborers meet their own countrymen 
and obtain an abundance of land, the 
question naturally arises, Why will 
they emigrate to this distant territory, 
and why do itihey emigrate to the 
Mainland? 


The explanation is this. 
After the 


disastrous Baring failure in 1S92, due 
entirely to vast speculation and in- 
flated values in Argentina, w.hich the 
Barings supported, there was a reac- 
tion and commercial depression which 
ndteed the business interests to a 
condition of bankruptcy. The recov- 
ery from that condtton ihas been 
slow, and is by no means complete. 
Aside from financial causes, there has 
been constant discouragement of Lm- 
nrigration, owing to ithe invasions of 
tbe locusts, floods, hailstorms and 
droughts. 
Profits have been small, 


and the rate of wages tow. Emigrants 
have, therefore, turned to the United 
States, where profitable labor could 
be readily obtained. As the condition 
of agriculture improves there will be 
on increase of immigration from Italy 
to that Republic. 


During the present year there will 


he,' it is estimated, an export of 70,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, and 40,000,- 
000 of corn. 
Viticulture is also ex- 


tending, and over 100,000 acres of land 
are under cultivation in two prov- 
inces. 


It as, therefore, probable, that until 


Caere is a large demand for Italian 
emigrants from Argentina, laborers 
may be obtained for these 
Islands. 


But Argentina will be the first choice 
of the emigrants.

Prison life, in 
these days, secures good food, sani- 
tary quarters, fair treatment, healthy 
occupation. But the lash Interferes 
with personal comfort. 


The late Marshal of.the Hawaiian 


Kingdom, W. C. Parke, often said that 
the prison had no terrors lor the na- 
tive Haiwatians as a rule. Punishment 
by Imprisonment 
was regarded by 


them as an accident of life, a misfor- 
tune like that of being thrown from a 
wagon. It was a common custom for 
the friends of a native criminal to 
meet him at the Jail on the day of his 
delivery, to take him at once to a 
luau, cover Wm with leis, and cele- 
brate his (restoration to society. The 
effect off prison diet and discipline on 
the native criminal resembled that of 
a summer watering place on a person 
in poor health. The criminal returned 
to 'his friends in the best of health and 
spirits, and he, with his friends, con- 
sidered his offense to be merely a tri- 
fling accident, which might happen to 
any respectable citizen. 


The penologlsts Incline to the belief 


that a certain class of men fall to that 
level of degradation, .where only the 
lash will restrain them. But experi- 
enced men only can distinguish this 
class, and to them should be commit- 
ted the authority erf using the wnip. 
As the darkey farmer said to his mule, 


When yo' gits to thinkin' toack'ards, 


I rek'n a fire under yo' belly kind o' 
helps yo' to gittin' sense." 


That a convention of prison reform- 


ers should now discuss the question of 
renewing the use of tie lash, is evi- 
dence of the wiser and more discrim- 
inating views which are prevailing re- 
garding the nature of criminals. 


PE.NAL CONTRACT

The Rev. Mr. Levy in his speech on 


the Fourth of July, encouraged those 
who take the position that penal con- 
tract labor on these Islands is con- 
trary to the Constitution of the United 
States. There is nothing gained in en- 
couraging people to take erroneous 
views of things. It will certainly be a 
happy day when the Supreme Court of 
the United States declares that these 
penal laws are not constitutional. 'But 
that court "has not so decided. Our 
municipal laws clearly provide for 
penal contract labor; Congress has 
made them laws of the United States. 
There is strong reason for believing 
that the Supreme Court will, if a case 
involving the point, is submitted to 
them, declare tJhem to be Invalid. 
It 


was believed, and there were strong 
reasons for it, that the penal contract 
laws of the United Slates, and indi- 
vidual Suites, which put sailors in jail 
when they broke their shipping con- 
tracts, 
were 
unconstitutional. 
The 


briefs of the lawyers who appeared 
for "Jack" contained much fervid sen- 
timent about the -"ignis of an Ameri- 
can freeman, and the "damnable slave- 
ry" which the odious laws forced up- 
on them, and the voices of Jack's coun- 
sel filled the chamber of the Court 
with lamentations over the outrage of 
putting Wm behind the bars, while all 
the rest of American freemen 
could 


break their contracts, without going 
to Jail. Jack was described as one of 
those who were rarslng the white 
wings of commerce over all seas; as 
the bone and sinew of the American 
marine, as the man who paced tbe 
lonely < l e < k at midnight, and kept the 
great .-hips tru<» to their courses.

est tribunal (m earth." listened to all 
this eloquence without shedding a tear, 
or waving a flag, and coldly decided 
that although Jack had a number of 
Vialienable rights, and was a freeman.

barm. Mr. A. B. Porter, who •has.'oij 
behalf of the Goverutaent in 
ingtom, been Investigating the condij 
tion of trade on the European Cooti-! 
nent, dtiaites that the beef Mars 
done more harm to the sale of Ameri* 
can products in England, Germany,' 
Italy, Belgium and Holland, than all 
the foreign political influences united. 
The irresponsible statements of army 
officers, and of the yellow journals re- 
garding the .bad condition of canned 
meats furnished <to the army, hove 
•been circulated widely in these coun- 
tries, and created a strong prejudice 
against them. The European mer- 
chants who are opposed to the Ameri- 
can trade circulate with delight the 
.testimony regarding rotten beef, and 
do not publish the evidence in favor 
of lite excellent quality. 
Mr. Porter 


estimates that the loss to the beef in- 
terests of the United States ..irlU 
amount to $25,000,000 per annum. . 


The loss will not fall upon the beef 


packers only. The farmers must share 
in it. There is no process of law by 
which any adequate compensation can 
be obtained by the .losers, from -the 
sensational press, or the Irresponsible 
army officers who are the cause of the 
loss.

OUTRAGE 
UPON 
A 
HAWAIIAN. 


A person born in Hawaii is a. Ha- 


waiian citizen. The nationality of his 
parents does not affect his rights as a 
citizen. 
A Hawaiian citizen whose 


father was Chinese and whose mother 
was a native Hawaiian, recently visit- 
ed China and there married a Chinese 
woman. He asked for a permit from 
the Hawaiian Consul in Hong Kong, 
for himself and his wife, In order to 
return to Hawaii. It is granted to'him, 
but refused to his wife on the ground 
that the American law does not per- 
mit the immigration of Chinese women 
to these Islands. That is, that an Am- 
erican citizen who 'has lawfully mar- 
ried a woman cannot bring her to his 
home, but must abandon her. It fol- 
lows that the marriage relation must 
be broken up if 'he returns to his birth 
place. There is no law which forbids, 
bis marriage to a Chinese woman. It 
is therefore lawful. 
If he married 


again in Hawaii, because he coutft not 
bring this wife (here, he Is gul|&y pf 
bigamy, and "liable to punlshirienl. ' 


It has heretofore been accepted^ s^s a 


principle of international law that a 
citizen of any country may marry 
wherever he chooses to marry, and 
bring his wife to his natural and legal 
home. Here is a Hawaiian citizen, and 
since annexation, an American citizen 
to the extent that any native born Am- 
erican is, who took the oath of .alle- 
giance to Hawaii, but the Hawaiian 
government through Its consul in 
Hong Kong, or the American govern- 
ment acting through its agents fiere, 
forbids the wife to follow her lus- 
band.

people over polygamy in Utah-J~be- 
cause it destroyed the unity of^the 
home. 
Here is the 
power of the 


United States engaged in breaking up 
the home of a Hawaiian citizen. As it 
stands today it is a disgraceful affair, 
and if tested before the Federal Coirts 
would be declared an illegal act.

The only way out of the difficulty is 


through a practical compromise In 
each case. It is for ^he public Inter- 
ests that travel should not be inter- 
rupted, and public opinion will compel 
the officials to come to some agree- 
ment regarding the exercise of two in- 
dependent authorities. 


If there contlues to be trouble about 


the conflict of authority the Supreme 
Court may declare that quarantine In- 
volves 'international and Interstate re- 
lations, and the Federal authority, un- 
der Its exclusive right to regulate com- 
merce shall take exclusive charge of 
the matter. 


There will be no conflict of authori- 


ties here, because Congress has su- 
preme power over these Islands. 


THE BREAK-UP OF CHIP A. 


There was some notice taiken in this 


paper last week of the admirable book 
titled "The Break-Up of China," by 
Lord Charles Beresford (published..by 
Harper & Brothers). Regarding the 
Mvlng questions now concerning China 
the 'book is one of the most important 
that has ever been written on the sub- 
ject, because it Is the work of a man 
who understands the situation, and 
used no diplomacy in his interviews 
with the Chinese. 


He informed the Chinese atithoritiep 


in Peking that the provincial armies 
ought to be consolidated into a nation- 
al army, in order to protect trade. He 
told them that if, during the Japan- 
Chinese war the two fleets, the Peyang 
and the Nanyang, .had been consoli- 
dated, the Japanese could not have ob- 
tained the victories at sea which had 
humbled China: 


One cannot help wondering at the 


frankness of a prominent Briton who 
advises the Chinese to take a course, 
which, df followed, would make China 
a great military and naval power, and 
perhaps a menace to Great Britain. 
Probably he preferred to take the less- 
er of two evils. Without such arma- 
ments China will fall into the hands 
of the Russians. With such arma- 
ments, Russia would stand off, and 
Great Britain would take her chances 
n obtaining the Chdnese trade. 


Lord Beresford warmly insisted that 


Great Britain did not desire to take 
any Chinese' territory, but asked for 
the Open Door for. all nations. 


The replies ,pf the Chinese authori- 


ties show that they are utterly una.ble 
to grasp the 'Situation, although anx- 
ous to meet the views of the British. 
Thorough work means the placing of 


military ^ and, naval resources of 


Jhina in the.iiaii4s.ttt '-competent Brit- 
ons,. Germans and Americans. 
The 


Ihlnese people will stupidly resist any 
such measures. If it should be done, 
as the only method of arresting the 
Russian marchf 'on • the 
Chinese, it 


would mean a grand protectorate over 
China, by Great Britain, Germany, and 
finally, the United States. 


Lord Beresford emphasizes the need 


of a strong central government in Pe- 
king, which will control the provinces 
and compel obedience to the national 
decrees. While the-British merchants 
have been willing to greatly increase 
their trade with the interior of China, 
they, as well as the. German mer- 
chants, find insufficient security for 
rade, owing to- Ohtaese dishonesty in 
the collection of duties. 


The British Government is willing 


:o aid its merchants, 'but it is appar- 
ent that the central authority in China 
s too -weak to en-force laws. The only 
alternative reft to Great Britain is to 
seize the country and enforce the laws 
and treaties. This she does not care 
to do, for many reasons. Her policy 
is that of tlie Open Door, and the oth- 
er trading nations are rather willing 
hat she should carry the burden of 
opening the door, and keeping it open, 
while their own merchants share the 
advantage of it without sharing the 
cost. She hesitates to take it. 


The Chinese merchants of Hong- 


kong made a remarkable representa- 
tion to Lord Beresford. 
They stated 


that those of their number who were 
British subjects did not dare to exhibit 
any interest in public matters because 
they were liable, if tfoey did ?o. to un- 
just treatment, if they visited Chinese 
soil, and were not protected by the 
British Government. They stated that

attend trade, the merchants describe 
the frequent acts of piracy whic'a Oc- 
cur In Chinese waters, and tihe ina- 
bility of tihe native authorities to sup- 
press it. These acts of piracy affect 
foreign trade, and tend to prevent its 
expansion. 
Instead of diminishing, 


they are increasing, and prove conclu- 
sively that the administration of the 
laws is utterly demoralized, and that 
only a thorough and radical reform is 
necessary. Foreign nations will insist 
on trading with China, but they will 
also insist that If their trade cannot 
be protected from illegal taxation and 
piracy, there must be intervention.

NEW YORK, July 2.—A Times cable

The 
subsidized Boer organ, in London and 
certain members of Parliament known 
to have intimate relations with Pre- 
toria, declare that Krueger is about to 
announce concessions which will sat- 
isfy British public opinion.

the most grand and elaborate displays 
of Pele's displeasure ever yet given. 
The outbreak occurred on the side of 
Mauna Loa at an elevation of about 
10,000 feet and in about the same placa 
as where Issued the flow of 1880-81. 
Two Immense fountains of lava were 
forced in the air to an elevation of 
many hundred feet and from these and 
the constant overflow from the moun- 
tain were rapidly formed the three lava 
flows which are now steadily making 
their way down the mountain side and 
toward the sea. These streams of lava 
have each taken different directions, 
and the rapidity of their movements 
is dependent on the obstructions and 
depressions of the country through 
which they pass. The smaller flow is 
in the direction of Kilauea and is now 
about twenty miles distant from the 
hotel. What is apparently the second 
flow in size is on the Hllo side and as 
nearly as can be estimated will take 
about the same course as the Wailuku 
river. The third flow, which has taken 
its way toward the Kau side is, to all 
appearances, the largest lava flow yet 
witnessed on the island and seems to 
be making rapid progress in its path 
of destruction. As yet, sufficient time 
has not elapsed to obtain 
correct 


measurements and speed of these dif- 
ferent flows, but men have been sent 
by Julian Monsarratt and W. H. Ship- 
man to the scene of activity and will 
probably be returning within the next 
two or three days. The eruption shows 
no signs of abatement and tne sight by 
night and the early morning hours is 
one of unusual grandeur and brilliancy. 
At the Volcano House, which is prob- 
ably some twenty-five miles from the 
outbreak, lights are 
not required 


through the night, and the country for 
many miles around the mountain is 
brightly illuminated. 


From Hilo the sight has been wit- 


nessed nightly by interested crowds, 
and the Wailuku bridge has been es- 
pecially a desirable position for obser- 
vation. From this place the illumina- 
tion is to be seen directly up the river, 
and the bright red from the huge foun- 
tains and the overflow as -it is seen 
through the clouds and smoke make a 
picture, at times so weird, and always 
so grand, that it is not easily to be for- 
gotten. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


HILO, Hawaii, Thursday, June 29.— 


Mokuaweoweo is in action and as a 
feature of the celebration of Independ- 
ence Day the fire began belching forth 
early on Tuesday morning. The only 
accounts obtainable came from Man- 
ager Waldron of the Kilauea Volcano 
House. He telephones the following: 


"When we retired Monday night 


there was no indication of anything 
unusual. At twenty minutes to two, 
Tuesday morning our cook, who is a 
new man here, called us and said the 
volcano must be active as he had heard 
a noise like a cannon shot. The pres- 
ence of smoke at Kilauea lately led me 
to believe that his surmise was correct, 
but when I reached the veranda I saw 
it was not so. The glare over the 
crater of Mokuaweoweo showed plain- 
ly where the 
disturbance was. The 


sky was brilliantly 
illuminated 
and 


great fountains were playing in the air 
—the famous old volcano was in action 
once more. 
On Tuesday afternoon the activity in 


the crater apparently ceased and at 4 
o'clock the molten lava made its ap- 
pearance on the edge of the ridge about 
3000 feet from the summit and in about 
the same location as the flow of 1881. 
Its course is in nearly the same direc- 
tion and the How is rapid. About five 
miles away from the flow and on either 
side of it are

throw the lava high in the air. These 
fountains played all of Tuesday night 
and were visible until the fog came in 
Wednesday morning.

To the best of my knowledge, then, 


and disclaiming the least pretensions 
o being an authority on matters ap- 
>erta3ning to the science of philology, 
contend that the reason for prefixing 
he definite article In this instance 
must be sought in the fact that the 
word is mot a proper name in the 
suaJ acceptation of tihe term, but 
may penhaps more correctly be classl- 


ed under the category of descriptive 
ouns. "The Hague,"in plain English, 


means a hedge or "haw"—i. e., an en- 
losure or garden adjoining a dwell- 
ng. I believe it to be an admittedly 
istorical fact that the beautiful city 
eferred to was in early times the site 
f a iuntdng lodge, and a fevorite re- 
ort of the Counts of Holland, As a 
consequence, the Dutch gave the place 
he name of "s1 Graven Hage," liter- 
ally translated, "the Count's hedge or 
haw." Afterwards it was changed to 
Den Haag" by way of abbreviation; 
he Germans term it "Der Haag," and 
he Freoicih "La Hage." The word is 
robaibly of Scandinavian derivation, 
he Danish version being "Hauge." 
The practice of prefixing the defi- 
ite article to geographical names is 


a pretty common one. 
As most of 


rour readers are aware ''Sahara" is 
imply a slight corruption of an Ara- 
bian word synonymous with "desert." 
When we speak of "The Sahara," the 
word is used specifically, and as I take 
t, in order to emphasize the fact that 
he great African desert Is meant^ just 
,s we know that the appellation "The 
Jhannel" is given to that vast water- 
way which separates fhe British Isles 
rom the Continent of Europe, and 
jiat "The Peninsula" 'is understood to 
signify the Iberian Peninsula, com- 
prising Spain and Portugal. 


All of which, Mr. Editor, is respect- 
lly submitted.

Benevolent Society was held at

Consul, H. R. Hoare, Esq., presiding. 
Among those present were Rev. Alex 
Mackintosh, Rev. V. H. Kitcat, T. Rain 
Walker, Robert Catton, T. Clive Davies 
and Horace Wright. 


After calling the meeting to order 


Mr. Hoare said: Since my arrival in 
Honolulu this is the first opportunity 
that has been afforded me of being 
present at an annual meeting of your 
society. It gives me very great pleas- 
ure to be here to meet you and to take 
a share in the proceedings of this even- 
ing. 


The objects and aims of the society 


are so well known, as well as the real 
good it has been able to accomplish 
during its existence, that they need no 
word of mine to refer to them. The 
vice president and members of the re- 
lief committee and active officers who 
kindly and devotedly give their time 
and aid in the administration of the 
society's affairs, know much 
better 


than I can tell you the necessity, as 
well as only too often the urgency ol 
the appeals that are made to them for 
assistance and relief; and with sucl 
means as are piacefl at their disposal 
and which are far too limited, I am

On motion of Rev. A. Mackintosh, 


seconded by Thos. Rain Walker, a vote 
of thanks was passed to President 
Hoare and of aloha to Past President 
Kenney; also to the retiring officers 
and to the Waverley Club for the use 
of its rooms. 


A discussion was had on the advis- 


ability of sending a delegate to tbe As- 
ociated Charities, but no definite de- 
ision was arrived at, the matter being 
deferred for further consideration by 
he relief committee and officers. 


Constitution and by-laws of the 


British Benevolent Society: 


Article I. This Association shall 


retain the name—The British Benev- 
olent Society—and its object shall be 
.he relief of Indigent persons on these 
Islands born under the British flag, or 
;helr children, and who have no bet- 
,er claim for relief in other quarters. 


Article II. 'i'he representative in Ho- 


nolulu of Her Britannic Majesty shall 
be president, ex-officto, of the Society. 


Article III. The other officers of the 


Society shall be a vice-president, sec- 
retary, and treasurer, who shall com- 
pose the board of management, and 
constitute, along with six other mem- 
jers of the Society, the relief commit- 
tee. 


Article IV. The relief 
committee 


shall meet during the first week of 
every month at the call of the secre- 
tary. 
The vice-president, 
secretary 


and treasurer by themselves, or two of 
these officers and one other member of 
the committee, shall form a quorum 
Meetings so constituted shall have full 
powers of the board of management, 
sach member present having one vote. 


Article V. The oociety financial year 


shall terminate annually on the twen- 
ty-fourth day of May, and the secre- 
tary shall call the annual 
meeting 


within two weeks from that date, at 
wbJieh time the board of management 
shall make a full report of their pro- 
ceedings, and new officers shall be 
chosen for the ensuing year, each sub- 
scriber to have one vote. 


Article VI. The qualifications 
for 


membership of the Society shall be a 
subscription to its funds of six dollars 
per annum. A payment of fifty dollars 
shall constitute a life membership. 


Article VII. The board of manage- 


ment shall have full discretion as to 
the collection of subscriptions and the 
distribution of relief. Regular rate* 
as now existing are: 
Three dollars 


per week for outside relief; for bos 
pital patients, one dollar per day; for 
funeral expenses, twenty dollars; bu- 
these may be modified by the board a' 
its discretion. 


Article VIII. Bonds and securities 


the property of the Society shall be 
deposited at the British Vice Consul- 
ate, to be drawn only on the join 
requisition of the secretary and treas- 
urer.

the most grand and elaborate displays 
of Pole's displeasure ever yet given. 
The outbreak occurred on the side of 
Mauna Loa at an elevation of about 
10,000 feet and in about the same placa 
as where Issued the flow of 1880-81. 
Two immense fountains of lava were 
forced in the air to an elevation of 
many hundred feet and from these and 
the constant overflow from the moun- 
tain were rapidly formed the three lava 
flows which are now steadily making 
their way down the mountain side and 
toward the sea. These streams of Java 
have each taken different directions, 
and the rapidity of their movements 
is dependent on the obstructions and 
depressions of the country through 
which they pass. The smaller flow Is 
in the direction of Kllauea and is now 
about twenty miles distant from the 
hotel. What is apparently the second 
flow in size is on the Hilo side and as 
nearly as can be estimated will take 
about the same course as the Wailuku 
river. The third flow, which has taken 
its way toward the Kau side is, to all 
appearances, the largest lava flow yet 
witnessed on the island and seems to 
be making rapid progress in its path 
of destruction. As yet, sufficient time 
has not elapsed to obtain correct 
measurements and speed of these dif- 
ferent flows, but men have been sent 
by Julian Monsarratt and W. H. Ship- 
man to the scene of activity and will 
probably be returning within the next 
two or three days. The emotion shows 
no signs of abatement and tne sight by 
night and the early morning hours Is 
one of unusual grandeur and brilliancy. 
At the Volcano House, which is prob- 
ably some twenty-five miles from the 
outbreak, lights are not required 
through the night, and the country for 
many miles around the mountain is 
brightly illuminated. 


From Hilo the sight has been wit- 


nessed nightly by interested crowds, 
and the Wailuku bridge has been es- 
pecially a desirable position for obser- 
vation. From this place the illumina- 
tion is to be seen directly up the river, 
and the bright red from the huge foun- 
tains and the overflow as-it Is seen 
through the clouds and smoke make a 
picture, at times so weird, and always 
so grand, that it is not easily to be for- 
gotten. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


HILO, Hawaii, Thursday, June 29.— 


Mokuaweoweo is in action and as a 
feature of the celebration of Independ- 
ence Day the fire began belching forth 
early on Tuesday morning. The only 
accounts obtainable came from Man- 
ager Waldron of the Kilauea Volcano 
House. He telephones the following: 


"When we retired Monday night 


there was no .indication of anything 
unusual. At twenty minutes to two, 


. Tuesday morning onr cook, who is a 


new man here, called us and said the 
volcano must be active as he had heard 
a noise like a cannon shot. The pres- 
ence of smoke at Kllauea lately led me 
to believe that his surmise was correct, 
but when I reached the veranda I saw 
it was not so. The glare over 
the 


crater of Mokuaweoweo showed plain- 
ly where the disturbance was. The 
sky was brilliantly illuminated 
and 


great fountains were playing in the air 
—the famous old volcano was in action 
once more. 


On Tuesday afternoon the activity in 


the crater apparently ceased and at 4 
o'clock the molten lava made its ap- 
pearance on the edge of the ridge about 
3000 feet from the summit and in about 
the same location as the flow of 1881. 
Its course is in nearly the same direc 
tion and the flow is rapid. About five 
miles away from the flow and on either 
side of it are two fountains 
which 


throw the lava high In the air. These 
fountains played all of Tuesday night 
and were visible until the fog came In 
Wednesday morning. The flow is com- 
ing in the direction of the Volcano 
House and seems wide. Tuesday night 
•v,e had no use for lamps at the house, 
the molten lava furnished us all the 
light necessary until daylight and all 
the guests remained up until daylight, 
T* hen fog shut out thfc scene. 


George Paty, who has resided on this 


island for the past thirty years and 
who has witnessed all the outbreaks 
during that time, says this seems to 
be the most extensive of all and start- 
ing as it did so far from the summit 
the prospect of a long siege is favor- 
able 
Just what course it will take 


when the lava reaches the plateau be- 
tween the two mountains is mere 
guesswork, a slight elevation in the 
way c* it may divert its course to Kau 
or "Hilo though old timers believe it 
will come down over or near the course 
of the flow of 1881

Town Gentleman Furnished Expla- 


nation of Use of the Definite Ar- 


ticle-Back to Olden Times. 


Editor P. C. A.— -Would you kindly 


ell me through your columns why a 
eflnite article is put /before the name 


of a city like "The Hague"? 


A SUBSCRIBER. 


Mr. Editor: Since you (have 'been 


good enough to entrust me with the 
ask of inditing an answer to the 
above^communication, I will endeavor 
o do so according to my lights. The 
question proposed 
'by your corre- 


pondent possesses peculiar interest 
ust now, inasmuch as "The Hague" 
uas become the cynosure of the whole 
BivLMzed world as being the rendez- 
vous of the Peace Conference, the out- 
ome of wihose deliberations may so 
materially affect *he welfare of all 
mankind in the future. 


To the best of my knowledge, then, 


and disclaiming the least pretensions 
o being an authority on matters ap- 
pertaining to the science of philology, 
coniend that 'the reason for prefixing 
he definite article in this Instance 
must be sought in the fact that the 
word is mot a proper name in the 
usual acceptation of the term, but 
may perhaps more correctly be dassi- 


ed nnder the category of descriptive 


nouns. "The Hague.'Mn plain English, 
means a hedge or "tow" — i. a, an en- 
losure or garden adjoining a dwell- 
ng. I believe It to be an admittedly 
listorical ifact that the beautiful city 
eferred to was in early times the site 
f a Ihuntdng lodge, jand a te.vori.te re- 
sort of ithe Counts of Holland. As a 
consequence, tihe Dutch gave the place 
)he name of "a" Graven Hage," liter- 
ally translated, "th© Count's hedge or 
mw." Afterwards It was changed to 
'Den Haag" by way of abbreviation; 
he Germanis term it "Der Haag," and 
he French "La Hage." The word Js 
(robaibly of Scandinavian derivation, 
he Danish version .being "Hauge." 


Th& practice of prefixing the defl- 


iit« article to geographical names is 
a pretty common one. As most of 
your readers are aware ''Sahara" is 
simply a slight corruption of an Ara- 
rian word synonymous with "desert" 
Wihen we speak of "The Sahara," the 
word is used spedfteailly, and as I take 
t, in order to emphasize the fact that 
he great African desert is meant/ Just 
s we know that the appellation "The 
Channel" Is given to that vast water- 
way wMch separates the Britlsn Isles 
from the Contdnen* of Europe, and 
hat "The Peninsula" Is understood to 
signify the Iberian Peninsula, com- 
>rising Spain and Portugal.

After calling tbe meeting to order 


Mr. Hoare said: Since my arrival In 
Honolulu this is the first opportunity 
that has been afforded me of being 
present at an annual meeting of your 
society. It gives me very great pleas- 
ure to'be here to meet you and to take 
a share in the proceedings of this even- 
ing. 
. . 
The objects and aims of the society 


are so well known, as well as the real 
good it has been able to accomplish 
during its existence, that they need no 
word of mine to refer to them. The 
vice president and members of the re- 
lief committee and active officers who 
kindly and devotedly give their time 
and aid in the administration of the 
society's affairs, know much better 
than I can tell you the necessity, as 
well as only too often the urgency of 
the appeals that are made to them for 
assistance and'relief; and with suet 
means as are piacea at their disposal 
and which are far too limited, I am 
sure they do all that is possible to ex- 
tend help to all really deserving cases 
They who would desire to obtain assist- 
ance unworthily from our society, the 
committee will have nothing to do with 
them—they receive no countenance 
from them—but the really necessitous 
readily find in them a friend, for the 
committee do their work in a very 
quiet way. Would that I could see -a 
much larger increase in our member- 
ship. There really ought to be more 
on our roll. May I ask then that each 
and every one of you will do all thai 
you can to increase the usefulness of 
our society by endeavoring to bring in 
additional-membenr and by "augment- 
ing the fund? necessary to attain- tha 
desirable result?

Rain Walker, a vote 
of thanks was passed Co President 
loare and of aloha to Past President 
Kenney; also to the retiring officers 
and to the Waverley Club for the use 
of its rooms. 


A discussion was had on the advis- 


ability of sending a delegate to the As- 
sociated Charities, but no definite de- 
cision was arrived at, the matter being 
deferred for further consideration by 
he relief committee and officers. 
Constitution and by-laws of the 
British Benevolent Society: 


Article I. This Association shall 


retain the name—The British. Benev- 
olent Society—and its object shall be 
,he relief of indigent persons on these 
Islands born under the British flag, or 
;heir children, and who have no bet- 
ter claim for relief in other quarters. 


Article II. 'rhe representiative in Ho- 


nolulu of Her Britannic Majesty shall 
be president, ex-officio, of the Society. 


Article HI. The other officers of the 


Society shall be a vice-president, sec- 
retary, and treasurer, who shall com- 
pose the board of management, and 
constitute, along with six other mem- 
bers of *he Society, the relief commit- 
tee.Article IV. The relief committee 
shall meet during the first week of 
every month at the call of the secre- 
tary. The vice-president, secretary 
and treasurer by tihemselves, or two of 
these officers and one other member of 
the committee, shall form a quorum. 
Meetings so constituted shall have full 
powers of the board of management, 
each member present having one vote. 


Article V. The aociety financial year 


shall terminate annually on the twen- 
ty-fourth day of May, and the secre- 
tary shall call the auuiial meeting 
within two weeks from that date, at 
which time the board of management 
shall •make a full report of their pro- 
ceedings, and new officers shall be 
chosen for the ensuing year, each sub- 
scriber to have one vote. 
Article VI. The qualifications for 


membership of -the Society shall be a 
subscription to its funds of six dollars 
per annum. A payment of fifty dollars 
shall constitute a life membership. 
Article VII. The board of manage- 


ment shall have full discretion as to 
the collection of subscriptions and the 
distribution of relief. Regular rate* 
as now existing are: Three dollars 
per week for outside relief; for hos- 
pital patients, one dollar per day; for 
funeral expenses, twenty dollars; but 
these may be' modified by the board at 
its discretion. 
Article VIII. Bonds and securities 


the property of the Society shall be 
deposited at the British Vice Consul- 
ate, to be drawn only on. the joint 
requisition of the secretary and treas- 
urer.

PHOTOGRAPHY IN DARKNESS. 
A curious experiment la to hand 


from Paris, where M. le Bon claims to 
have photographed metallic substances 
In complete darkness without the- aid 
of the X-rays. He shut* up a paraffin 
lamp In a box of sheet iron, having on 
one side a window filled with black 
paper. Next to this window he places 
a wooden box containing the key or 
other object to be photographed, and 
on the side furthest away from the 
window a screen covered with sulphide 
of tine, which has previously been ex- 
posed to a strong light. At the end of 
a short time, although the operation 
may take place at night, or In a room 
artificially rendered entirely dark, he 
sees the image of the object to be pho- 
tographed appear upon the screen in 
luminous outline. His theory is that 
every lamp emits, bepides luminous 
rays, rays of what he calls "black 
light," and that the*e are capable of 
penetrating all known substances ex- 
cept lamp black.

PLANTATION FATALITY. 


Chinese Laborer Kun Over By 


Cane Oars. 


(From Saturday's Dally.) 


A Chinese laborer on Waianae plan- 


tation was run'Over yesterday after- 
noon, by a train of cane cars, and Is 
dead of the injuries. A special train 
was sect down to bring the man to 
•Honolulu, but he died .before reaching 
this city. 


At about 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 


according to the usual custom, the 
field hands 'boarded the cane oars to 
ride to their quarters. Everything 
went well for a short distance. Sud- 
denly one of the Chinamen fell from 
his car directly under the wheels. Tbe 
train bad sufficient momentum to car- 
ry the car on which be was riding and 
the ode bade of it over his body. Tbe 
plantation officials at once telephoned 
for a special train and medical aid. 
Tbe O. R. ft L. Co. responded, and in 
a few moments the train was flying 
over the line. When rt arrived ttoe 
man waa in great agony and died 
shortly after the train left Waianae 
for Honolulu.
